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General draw up a list of or- 
ganizations considered to be 
subversive. The Supreme 
Court in recent years sharp- 
ly curbed the board’s pow- 
ers, and it was virtually 
dormant until the Johnson 
administration referred 
some cases to it. 

Last year, Otepka said, the 
Nixon administration refer- 
red 15 cases to the aboard. 

Early last July, President 
Nixon issued an executive 
order extending the board’s 
jurisdiction to cover “vio- 
lent-action oriented organiza- 
tions” that deny others their 
constitutional rights. 

Otepka said former at- 
torneys general were to 
blame for the board’s long 
period of inaction. 

“The board is not a self- 
generating agency, and may 
not begin an investigation or 
initiate work on its own,” 
Otepka said. “The former at- 
torney generals — Robert F. 
Kennedy, Nicholas Katzen- 
bach and Ramsey Clark — 
were antagonistic to the 
board so the fault lay there.” 

He said attorney general 
John M. Mitchell told the 
House Internal Security Com- 



mittee that he planned to 
send 25 cases to the board 
for investigation. The l|st 
is expected soon, Otepka 
said. 

Meanwhile, he said, the 
SACB is drawing up regula- 
tions for approval by the of- 
fice of Management and 
Budget, under Mr. Nixon’s 
new directive, and is prepar- 
ing to rewrite the list of 
subversive organizations. He 
said it is outdated, and esti- 
mated that more than half 
the names should be remov- 
ed. 
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
